They know that carrying a candidate 
through a winner must be preceded 
by - preparation—skilfully 
directed 


preparation; that it requires thought- 
ful -planning and thorough organiza- 
tion, and mobilization of forces.

It began this practice 
after the Franco-Prussian War, and is 
today following the same role in regard 
to securities issued to finance the pres- 
ent conflict.

It 
is m keeping, with America's traditions 
that since the date on -which we'for- 
mally aligned onrselres with France 
and ber allies in the great struggle, our 
Government has leat to France $370,-

The sonsomptiou of coal will be re- 


stricted as far as practicable to the 
area in which it is produced, but in. 


. the case of non-coaJ-producinj; areas 


it will be permissible to obtain sup- 
plies from the nearest point of coal 
prodoction. A special concession 
be .made, however, in cases .in which 
it is necessary to provide far! of a 
special type for certain purposes. In 
this connection arrangements are be- 
inf made for the issue of certificates 
authorizing such supplies when re- 
quired by steam raisers for mechani- 
cal stokers, gas producers, etc. The 
movement of coal within the areas 
themselves—that is, produced and 
consumed in the same area, will re- 
main undisturbed so far as thisse new 
regulations are concerned and con- 
tracts coming within this category 
may continue to be operative. With 
Ihese exceptions every contract for 
the sale of coal was abrogated aa from 
5 P. it. on September 8, 1917, and new 
:ontracts which may have been ar- 
ranged between July 7 and that date 
came into operation on September 10.
